On Independence Day, July 4, millions'of Flags will lie flown, displayed and carried in ceremonies and 
parades throughout the United States. Some of t'lem. because of lack of information, will not be 
handled according to the rules of Flag etiquette. Sketched here are some simple rules governing use 
of the United States flag. You may wish to clip and safce- these tips to be sure you're right. when 
you're using The Star - Spangled Banner. 


When displayed this way on 
wall, U. S. Flag is on its 
own right, with its staff in 
front of the staff of the 


other flag. 


When displayed from a win- 
dow horizontally or at an 
angle, the union of the Flag 
goes to peak of the staff 


(unless at half-staff). 


With flags of other nations, 
on separate staffs, all flags 
are of near equal size and

It's bead, But It Can't Lie Down 


LESSON IN ERICKSON'S PLEA 


When Frank Erickson, the 54-year-old New York gam- 


bler, pleaded guilty to bookmaking charges last week, he 
may or may not have thought the cards were stacked 
against him. 


But whatever his motive, it's certain he's a hero in the 


gambling world today. By avoiding a trial, he's kept the 
public's embarrassing gaze off not only his own affairs but 
those of many other bookies in a lot of places. 


Names, details of technique, clientele, and numerous 


other trade secrets would have been exposed. Now, thanks 
to Erickson's "martyrdom," most of this will lie untouched 
in the-district attorney's files. 


If anyone has any doubts what withering damage the 


spotlight does to the careers of men on the left-hand side 
of the law, he need only note Erickson's behavior in a New 
York courtroom. Throughout the entire proceedings, the 
mild-manriered, heavy-jowled gambler was ashen and 
frightened. 
He managed to utter just one word, and 


that with difficulty. 


Frank Hogan, the New York district attorney, calls 


Erickson the "biggest and most notorious bookmaker in 
the United States." The claim might be hard to prove. 
But it's clear he's big. He admitted to a congressional 
committee that he made $100,000 in a recent year. His in- 
come from 1933 to 1945 is generally understood to have 
been $22,000,000. 


Hogan is confident Erickson has now been forced 


from the gambling picture for all time. Again, that con- 
tention may be debatable. One thing, however, the case 
definitely does do: 


It demonstrates that the top men of today's gambling 


and crime syndicates can be snared, for all their clever 
effort to "stay legal" and operate behind a facade of legit- 
imate business. And they can be caught on charges that 
bear real relation to their questionable activities, rather 
than through reliance on such incidental violations as fed- 
eral income tax evasion. 


Action against Erickson must be just a starter. Some 


man or group of men will try to pick up the scepter he 
has dropped. The gambling business probably will go on 
pretty much as usual unless the authorities smash his 
whole set-up and his rivals as well. Without this sequel, 
Erickson's conviction will serve little purpose. 


Putting Erickson behind bars for the first time in his 


life is a move, too, that should lend must heart to the U. S. 
senators now probing crime in the capital. Having seen 
this tangible proof that results are possible* the Senate 
crime investigating committee should redouble its efforts 
to unearth the full story of organized criminal operations 
in America. Once they begin blinking under the glare of 
news photographers' flash bulbs, the criminals will be on 
the way out. 


COUNTRY ABOVE POLITICS 


Gov.. Frank Lausche, a maverick Ohio Democrat, indi- 


cates he might vote for Republican Sen. Robert Taft next 
fall if he thinks the country's interest dictates it. 


Lausche plainly has in mind Taft's highly productive 


career in the Senate, where he has been a leader from the 
moment he took office. It would hardly be accurate to say 
Taft has never lapsed into political opportunism; but his 
record of service conscientiously rendered is nevertheless 
almost unmatched. 


Opposing him Lausche sees Joseph Ferguson, "fear- 


less state auditor," father of eight and mangier of the Eng- 
lish language. The governor is finding it difficult right now 
to believe the amiable Mr. Ferguson could be of equal 
value to his country as a member of the Senate. 


But even if Lausche votes for Taft, that'doesn't mean 


the senator is in. In political parlance, Ferguson is a 
"sleeper." Powerful forces will back him, including labor's 
full weight. And the voters who go to the polls in Novem- 
ber won't be measuring his scholarship.

Capital's 'Upper Crust' Loses 
Best Show Seats to Workers

TTfASHINGTON— (NEA)—High Washington brass and the town's 
** socialites are a little miffed over the seating arrangements which 
have been made for the main attraction of the celebration of the city's 
150th birthday this summer. 


The event in question is a big pageant called "Faith of Our JPathera" 


which will be presented in a giant new amphitheater being Tyeatt in 
Rock Creek Park. It's generally considered a mark of social rank 
here to have the best seats for any important event such as this. 


However, Edward Boykin, the noted historian from Charlottsville, 


Va., who is in charge of the .production, has ruled that the best seats 
at the gala premier will go to the carpenters and laborers who worked 
on construction of the amphitheater, and for free. It's a deserved re- 
ward, he says, for their hard work on the project.

Swift Compromise 
Is Anficipated For 
Draft Legislation 


Washington. June 26— («)—A 


•wift compromise was expected to- 
day on a draft bill giving Presi- 
dent Truman power to'order men 
into uniform when congress ia out 
of town. 
.. 


Following senate passage of a 


draft bill last week, some, law- 
makers had predicted that senate- 
house conferees also would agree 
to a two-year extension of the pre- 
sent selective service law. 


However, the Communist invas- 


ion of South Korea prompted 
speculation that the conferees 
might now aim at getting the 
strongest draft machinery pos- 


1 aible. in their efforts to write a 
single bill from the differing meas- 
ures passed by the two chambers. 


Approval of a two-year exten- 


sion would involve one major con- 
cession from each end of the 
capitol. The senate approved a 
three-year extension while the 
house voted to keep "trigger con- 
trol" of any actual Induction of 
youths 19 through 25 in the hands 
of congress. 


At present. Selective Service Is 


being kept alive by a stopgap 15- 
day extension 
rushed 
through 


congress and signed by President 
Truman last Friday, a few hours 
before the 1948 act exxpired. 


With this temporary extension
